After reviewing the history of the 
American navy and paying fitting 
tribute to the heroes of its conflicis 
and to those who were instrumental in 
its upbuilding Mr. Foss said: 


“Our Naval Appropriation Act this 


vear carried $100,000,000, and yet on 


the basis of per capita, this is a little 
more than $1 for every man, woman 
and child in the country. It is only 
about four per cent. of our foreign 
trade during the past year, which 
amounted to about $2,500,000,000. It is 
fourteen per cent. of our annual gov- 
ernmental expenditures, a less per- 
centage than was expended upon the 
navy one hundred years ago. It is 
only one-tenth of one per cent. of our 
national wealth. 

“There are some who think, we 
ought to stop building the navy, but 
these people largely constitute that 
class of our citizens who believe in 
the idea of a little nation. They would 
be glad tu see us live in solitude ard 
isolation on thie hemisphere and not 
exert the power and influence that we 
are capable of among the nations of 
the world. 

RECENT NAVAL LESSON. 

“If there is any lesson which has 
come to us during the last few weeks 
from across the sea it is that a navy 
in constant readiness is oftentimes 
able to strike a blow from which its an- 
tagonist perchance may never be able 
to recover. And then there is another 
thing which must be taken into consid- 
eration. 
navy is in time of peace. There is 
this distinction between the army and 
the navy. It takes years to build your 
ships. It takes longer te train seamen 
than to train soldiers, and when war 
comes, all preparations must cease. It 
is too late to build a navy then. 

“Let it be said, and it cannot be 
said too often, that we are building 
up a navy for peace. Let us continue 
our policy of building up the navy for 
the protection of our interests; for 
the defense of our coast line; for the 
guardianship of the Panama Canal. 
And, gentlemen, we have a President 
in the White House who proposes to 
build it, for the maintenance of the 
Monroe Doctfine; for the protection 
of the Filipinos, whom we are lifting 
from the bondage of superstition and 
ignorance up into the clear sky of 
American civilization; for the pro- 
tection of our growing trade and com- 
merce; for that peace honorable in 
the sight of man and approved of God 
—that kind of peace that never makes 
surrender of national duty or national 
honor or national obligation. 

Let un build as we are building it, 
conservatively, along  statesmanlike 
lines, with a fixed and determined pur-

Two Bulky Volumes Will be Re- 
quired to Contain the Statutes, 
Stripped of Their Verbiage—Three 
Years Spent in the Work—indict- 
ments in the District.

‘WASHINGTON July 6.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The commission that has 
been engaged for the past three years 
upon the revision of the genera! and 
permanent laws of the United States 
sees the end of its labors in sight. It 
is giving a preliminary draft of the 
successive titles to the printer and 
having a few copies struck off for ex- 
amination by the executive depart- 
ments and bureaus concerned. This 
will be followed by putting the matter 
in final shape, preparing an index and 
table of reference, and submitting the 
work for the action of Congress at 
its next session. 
Notwithstanding the efforts of the 
revisors to eliminate obsolete statutes 
and reduce others to the shortest pos- 
sible form, the report of the commis- 
sion threatens to be a cumbersome 
body of laws. The present Revised 
Statutes was begun in 1867, completed 
in 1874, and enacted by Congress in 
June of the latter year. From time to 
time errors were discovered, and these 
were corrected in February, 1877. Then 
the late George 8. Boutwell was em- 
ployed to prepare a second edition, 
embodying corrections, and this, which 
was published in 1878 is the “Revised 
Statutes” commonly in use. It is a 
volume of more than one thousand 
pages. The new revision is likely to 
fill two volumes of that size.

m.—The Black Sea fleet has gone to 
Theodosia, according to advices re- 
ceived by the admiralty late this at- 
ternoon. Admiral Chouknin's warships 
left Sebastopol for Theodosia at about 
noon today, and should arrive there 
early tomorrow. The result is awaited 
with the most intense anxiety. Dis- 
patches received from the Governor of 
Simferopol, who is executing the de- 
cree of martial law at Theodosia, say 
that about half the Kniaz Potemkine’s 
crew desire to surrender, but they are 
prevented from doing so by the revo- 
lutionists. 

There were only six’ companies of 
troops at Theodosia yesterday, but re- 
inforcements of infantry and artillery 
have been despatched from Sevasto- 
pol. They will probably reach there 
today. . 

It transpires that the torpedo boat 
which accompanied the Kniaz Potem- 
kine was towed out from Kustenji to 
Theodosia, and was not sunk, as was 
supposed. 

INHABITANTS FLEE TOWN.

THE PHILIPPINES. 


Speaking of the Philippines, Secre- 
tary Taft said: 

No man ought to have any part in 
the government of the Philippine Is- 
lands Who does not believe its people 
can be made capable of self-covern- 
ment. But, shall we grant absolute in- 
depeudence at once or shall we advise 
them, as I believe we should, that 
they can't be made capable of govern- 
ing themselves under two or three 
generations. 

“Discouraging reports come to us 
from the islands now and then, but 
these are inseparable from an attempt 
to run a government and we should 
not be discouraged by such. A gov- 
ernment is not made in two, three, 
five years or a decade. We hear of 
demands from them for immediate in- 
dependence and, while it is not uniaw- 
ful to discuss such subjects, it is 
mere wind at present es 

CHINESE QUESTION. 

Secretary Taft touched slightly on 
the subject of Chinese exclusion.

Candelaria tried to shoot the robber, 
but, finding that his pistol had been 
emptied of cartridges, closed in on the 
visitor, hammering him over the head 
with the heavy weapon. 

In the melée the robber fired a single 
shot, that passed through the banker's 
arm, and then managed to escape. 
Near the door was found a mask, 
drenched in blood. The bank officials 
have offered $250 reward for the rob- 


stroyed by flood several months ago. 
CELEBRATED HOT FOURTH. 

In Phoenix the Fourth was celebrated 
by the local fire department on the 
City Piaza, assisted by about the en- 
tire populace. The main feature cf 
day was the heat, which reached the 
110 deg. mark, the highest of the sea- 
sen. Happily, and beyond expectation, 
no one was hurt. The chief unsched- 
uled incident of the day wae the stunt 
ot a lad who dropped some ignited fire- 
crackers into a box full of rockets, 
just within a store door. Several of 
the rockets went through the roof, and

nt. 

A similar accident happened at Tuc- 
son, where an Italian merchant lost $100 
worth of fireworks in a few seconds, as 
well as $50 through the breaking of a 
plate-giaes window. The small boy 
found additional amusement through 
the sight of a apirited horse dragging 
its driver through the streets, with 
the man's feet caught in a buckboard. 
It Was a case of a cannon cracker ex- 
ploded under a spirited animal. The 
man affected most is C. D. Liney, a 
Southern Pacific mechanic.

The day in Tucson was mainly given 
over to cowboy sports, under the direc- 
tion of the Mystic Order of Bronco 
Busters.

PROSPEROUS ERA. 

Not for twenty-five years has Ari- 
zona been in such prosperous condi- 
tion. In the public treasury is a sum 
in excess of $272,000 with com- 
ing from the counties to raise the to- 
tal cash capital to $310,000. The largest 
debtor is Pima county, which has fail- 
ed to pay interest on the funded Globe 
narrow-gauge bonds. The Territory is 
on a strictly cash basis, with every 
‘matured claim paid. Gov. Kibbey 18 
working toward more equitable taxa- 
tion and the prospect is that the tax 
roll of about $40,000,000 will soon be 
doubled with correspondine decrease 
in the tax rate. ,

FALL OF SALT RIVER. 

With the coming of extreme heat, 
Salt river has dropped suddenly to only 
about 12,000 inches, though it had been 
hoped that the wet winter would en- 
sure more than a sufficiency of irrigat- 
ing water this summer. As a resuit 
there is no flowing water south of the 
city and the pools are full of fish that 
will perish unless a freshet again fills 
the river bed. Indians are scooping 


up thousands of pounds of salmon and 


trout. The low water is aggravat- 
ing the trouble between the north-side 
eanals. The Grand canal authorities 
tried to destroy the syphon flume of 
the Appropriators’ Canal, under the 
Grand, but were blocked by force. 
‘The extension of the Appropriators’ 
ditch is being dullt down the valley 
rapidly, and soon will de carrying 
about all the water heretofore running 
ir, the Grand.

the milk permits. Then if they try to 
sell their milk here we can arrest 
them.“ 

Commissioner Kuhrts here inter- 
rupted long enough to say that, in his 
opinion, the milk of Los Angeles, at 
least a goodly portion of it, has been in 
a wretched condition for two or three 
years. 

“The people look to this board to see 
to it that they get pure milk, declared 
the Mayor with marked emphasis, “we 
can secure it only through the vigi- 
lence of the health department. Let 
us go to it and give these dairymen to 
understand that they must deliver pure 
milk or get out of the business. The 
next time the Health Officer has re- 
ports to make like what he has told us 
tonight, let them be attached to com- 
plaints issued by the court.” 

A. W. McFadden, a Wesiern avenue 
dairyman, was before the board earlier 
in the evening, charged with keeping 
an. unsanitary dairy. Health Officer 
Powers did not make a very strong 
arraignment of the milkman and he 
promised, if given a week's time. to 
piace his dairy in first class sanitary 
condition. 

MeFadden's dairy is located outside 
the city limits. The board agreed to 
give him the time he asked for, but 
warned him that a second complaint 
will meen a revovation of his permit. 

After he was gone Dr. Powers told

WOMAN AWARDED DAMAGES FOR 
‘BREACH OF PROMISE. 


— 


Man in the Case is Grocery Clerk 
and Does Not Possess One-fiftieth 
of Amount Court Has Ordered Him 
to Pay—Former Pasadena Society 
Belle Divorced. 


Miss Lizzie Serkin, a Siri of 18, won 
a judgment of $10,000 yesterday as 
damages for being enticed from the 
paths ot rectitude under promise of 
marriage by one Leonard Wormington. 

The young woman told Judge Trask 
she was clerk in Pitman’s grocery 
store at Sixth street and Maple ave- 
nue, when she made the acquaintance 
.of Wormington, but that when the 
store was burned out she went 43 
‘chamber lady to Mrs. Kircher, on 
Maple avenue. 

, Wormington met her in September 
fof last year, and the following month 
Mies Serkin consented to be his. 

But in order to accept Wormington, 
she had to give his congé to an elderly 
gentieman, well provided with this 
world’s goods, and in every way 4 
most desirable catch. At least Miss 
Serkin said so. A week or two after 
engaging herself to Wormington, the 
witness told of having been persuaded 
to live with him until he went East 
in May to visit his family in Missouri. 

“Before he left,“ said Miss Serkin, 
“he bought a small cottage at Gra- 
ham's Station. I owned a lot there, 
and he had the cottage moved onto the 
lot, and it was there we intended to 
live after our marriage. While East 
he wrote me two letters, and returned 
to the city after about a month's ab- 
sence. I had my trousseau all ready, 
and my friends all knew of my ap- 
proaching marriage.“ 

Then she learned that Wormington 
had brought a bride with him from 
Missouri. She had understood that 
Wormington was an unmarried man, 
but now found that he had previously 
been married, and that his wife had 
either died or separated. 1 

One Franklin Roberts testified that 
he had moved the cottage ut Graham's 
Station onto the lot, and had accident- 
ally heard a conversation in which 
Wormington had stated that the mar- 
riage was to take place when he re- 
turned from the East. Mrs. Kircher, a 
stout and jolly-faceqd German woman, 
gave Miss Serkin an excellent char- 
acter. Counsel arose to make some 
summing up of the case, but Judge 
Trask disposed of the matter with al- 
most ludicrous promptitude. 

“Now,” said he, “what do you think 

is a reasonable amount in this case,’ 
and there was a faraway gaze in iis 
eyes. 
Plaintiff's attorney thought he de- 
tected that dubiousness in the court's 
voice and after hemming and hawing 
for a moment, sought to hit a proper 
average. 

“Well, considering that he betrayed 
the girl, we thought—we thought 
well, we thought that to claim $10,000 
was not-——" 

Let judgment be entered for plain- 
tiff in 310,000.“ said the court, and an 
incredulous look of delight overspread 
the face of Miss Serkin and her 
friends, while her attorneys, J. M.

“I'm afraid all that the judgment is 
good for is to frame up as a souve- 
nir,” he said, and then he grinned some 


more. 

But in the meantime Miss Serkin's 
attorney sought yesterday afternoon 
to have the judgment entered up so 
that they might attach Wormington’s 
effects if he attempted to leave the 
city.

SWEEP FIELD. 


Destructive Blaze Raging at 
Santa Maria. 


Second Hartnell Gusher Soon 
Licked up. 
Boy and Cigarette Cause of 
Dangerous Fire. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SANTA BARBARA, July 6.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] It is reported here 
tonight that the largest part of the 
Santa Maria oil fields is threatened 
by the flercest and most destructive 
oll fire’ in the history of this State. 
Since 8:30 this morning the fire has 
7 raging in and around Hartnell 
well No. 2, belonging to the Union 
Oil Company. and which has been 
pouring out 2000 barrels a day seven 
miles from Santa Maria. All the ma- 
chinery, houses, derricks and every-

escaped injury although it is a mat- 
ter of astonishment that he was not 
killed. Mr. Stewart was unable to 
give any estimate as to the probable 
amount of the loss. 

“Our big gusher, the Hartnell No. 1, 
is about 1000 feet distant,” said Stew-~- 
art.

The blaze is due to the act of a boy 
lighting a cigarette in the tank house 
near the well. There was an explosion 
and in a moment the place was in 
flames. The ground is saturated with 
oll for a considerable distance around 
the well. In a few second the flames 
had covered the slight distance be- 
tween the tank house and the well and 
with a loud roar caught are. An alarm 
was given, though it was scarcely 
necessary for the flames which shot 
Into the sky told their own story, and

The fire 
was fought with steam and after 
several herculean efforts lines of 
pipes were run into the well, From 
the beginning of the fire the greater 
fear was felt lest the flames should 
reach well No. 1, at a distance of 
about a quarter of a mile, for the 
ground is pretty well soaked with oil. 
The fire fighters therefore made their 
stand on this intervening space. 
BROOKSHIRE IN DANGER. 
Over 150 men have been busy los- 
ing up the ground. No. 1 fr 6°parated 
from the Brookshire only @ about 
200 feet and there is a small e of oil 
between them. If No. 1 caught fire 
nothing could save the Brookshire and 
the three or four other wells just be- 
yond. Millions of dollars worth of 
property are at stake upon the suc- 
cess of their efforts. No. 1 has not 
been iniured thus far as a result of 
the Are. At last reports the fire was 
stil burning flercely. Hundreds of

AMPAIGN FOR PURE FOOD 
It is extremely gratifying to note 
that all over the country the campaign 
food adulteration is being 
waged with increasing vigor by boards 
of health. This wholesome and 


_righteous movement has the sympath, 


and will command the support of well- 
disposed citizens. It is time, and long 
past time, for “good citizens” in gen- 
eral to take notice of these things; 
and not only to take notice, but to as- 
sist to the extent of their ability in 
helping along the practial work of 

Commissioner Darlington of (the 
New York Health Department has just 
reported the discovery and destruction 
of adulterated food in large quantities 
by his department. In a single week, 
no less than 1,091,291 pounds of adul- 
terated food was discovered and con- 
demned by New York health inspec- 
tors. This was about one-fifth as much 
as was discovered and condemned dur- 
ing the entire preceding year. In the 
game week, 16,742 inspections were 


made and 227 chemical! analyses of 
‘Suapetted foods were made—the fig- 


ures being higher, in both cases, than 
in any previous year. ö 

These figures, taken in connection 
with similar reports from other sec- 
tions of the country, indicate unmis- 
takably that public sentiment is be- 
coming more and more aroused on this 
important subject of food adulteration. 
It is a subject that is hardly exceeded 
in importance by any other question 
before the people. 

The evils of food adulteration have 
been steadily growing for years, and 
the people have been singularly indif- 
ferent to this fact until a comparative- 
ly -recent time. No substantial nor 
permanent reform in this. matter 
could reasonably be expected in ad- 
wance of an awakened public sent! 
ment insistently demanding it. But 
the evils have grown to such colossal 


proportions that they can no longer 


be ignored. Through food adultera- 
tions the American people—and the 
people of most “civilized” nations— 
are suffering impairment of health and 
vitality, and are, in fact, being siowly 
poisoned. “The spirit of murder 
works in the very means of life.” 

‘hese adulterations of the food we 
eat and of the liquids we drink con- 
stitute one of the most colossal crimes 
of the age. The righting of this 
great wrong, the suppression and ‘pun- 
ishment of this serious crime against 
humanity, have but just begun. .A 
work of colossal magnitude remains to 
be accomplished before these proc- 
esses of slow murder can be stopped. 

One method which would probably 
be effective would be to raise the pen- 
alties for violations of pure-food laws 
to such an extent that the punish- 
ment would more nearly fit the crime. 
Honest, thorough, impartial enforce- 
ment of the laws against food and 
drink adulteration will also be neces- 
sary before any substantial progress 
can be made. And further legislation 
will undoubtedly be required to insure 
a thorough rooting out of the evil. 
A nationa! pure-food law is absolutely 
essential to the eradication of the 
crime. The Senate of the United States 
has stood across the path of progress 
ip this direction for more than six 
years. Uniess the Senate soon changes 
its position in this matter, the people 
will find a way of reaching the Sen- 
ate in such a manner that the Senate 
will know it has been reached.

HE SCANDINAVIAN COUP. | 

In the general commotion which 1s 
now agitating the nations of Kuror: 
some unaccountable things are ha 
pening and among them is the threat- 
ened war between the two Scandina- 
vian peoples cf kindred blood—Sweden 
and Norway. As a foi mal tinior has 
existed between these countries since 
1814—almost a century—it is dient 
for an outsider to din oVer ‘valid 
reason why they should engage in in- 
ternecine strife. 

Studying the situation more closely. 
however, we find that while a political 
union was originally forced upon them 
by the allied powers after Napoleon's 
defeat at the battle of Leipsic, and 
subsequently acquiesced in under the 
rule of Bernadotte and Oscar. vet 
there have been no close national ties, 
no common sentiment animating and 
unifying the people. On the contrary 
they are divided by a natural barrier— 
the Kjolen Mountains, from 4000 to 
7000 feet high, and which in that lati- 
tude rise into snow summits. There 
are but few passes in this mountain 
range, and these can easily be de- 
fended in case of invasion, either from 
the east or from the west. This to- 
pographical barrier has tended to keep 
the two nations apart and prevent tha“ 
interfusion of interests which make 
people of a common country homo- 
genecus. 

Again the eastern slope has exten- 
sive agricultural areas and a rich 
farming interest has been developed, 
while the western slope descends rap- 
idly to the sea, and is deeply indented 
with fjords. These conditions have 
made the peonie largely husbandmen 
and fishermen, but they have tended lo 
breed a sturdy, self-reliant yeomairy. 
We consequently find that early in the 
last century the Norwegians abolished 
their nobility, and organized a prac- 
‘ representative government, in 
\ the Storthing, (Great Court.) is 
their great deliberative body. Here, 
even the veto of the king was ineffec- 
tual againet a three-fourths vote. 

in contrast with there natural con- 
ditions and inherited tendencies in 
Norway, Sweden has a comparatively 
wealthy middie clase, a proud aristoc- 
racy jealous of its traditional honors 
and rights. and ardent supporters of 
the monarchical régime. Still the 
question recurs, why should these two 
segments of a common country go to 
war? The young republicans of Nor- 
way have grown restive under even 
the semblance of restraint, and heave 
decided with great unanimity to dis- 
card all pretense at monarchical in- 
stitutions. 

But the aristocracy of Sweden do 
not wish to have the kingdom dis- 
membered and their importance as a 
class diminished by the loss of Nor- 
.wegian revenues and the reduction of 
geographical boundaries. Yet when 
‘Norway demanded a separate flag, it 
was conceded, but now, when the 
Storthing goes further, and insists 
on separate consular representation 
abroad, the aristocracy of Sweden says’ 
“No, that would be equivalent to sev- 
Fring the Union: we cannot concede 
that.” To use an Americanism, the 
Swedish Government “draws the line

| But the attitude of Norway is also 
firm, and, her request being denied, 
e decrees, by a solemn resolution in 
e Storthing, a formal dissolution of 
the compact which has united her 
destiny with Sweden's so many years.

The crisis having been precipitated, 
Norway finds that her own people are 
divided between inviting a prince to 
ascend a Norwegian throne, or pro- 
claiming a republic and electing a 
president—a majority being in favor 
of, but not insisting upon, the latter 
course. 

Suppose Sweden declares war, how 
will she enforce her authority? The 
king das an army and nav, or rather 
a potential army and a very respec- 
table navy, neither of which are to be 
despised. The army comprises 220,000 
men of all grades, including a militia 
of 180,000 which ean be quickly 
muetered at the call of the king. But 
very many of the rank and file would 
take un arms against their Norwegian 
brothers in a half-hearted way, and 
consequently would serve with less 
efficiency than if inspired by a better 
cause. Sweden has also an excellent 
and well-equipped fleet of twenty 
seven cruisers and battlesnips, with 289 
guns, and for purposes of self-defense 
would present a very formidable front. 

The army of Norway has a nominal 
strength of 80,000 men, which includes 
militia and reserves, but it is said that 
a much larger force could be brought 
into the field to repel invasion, and 
her hardy sons would respond to their 
country’s call and serve in the ranks 
with something of the spirit which 
animated the boys in blue during our 
civil war. As she is also a nation of 
sailors, her innumerable seacraft of ail 
capacities would, in emergency, be 
quickly transformed into a hostile 
fleet which it would be very difficult 
for cumbersome modern battleships, 
however powerful, to cope with. 

On the whole, while war clouds cer- 
tainly look threatening, it seems 
probable that better counsels will 
ultimately prevail; that while there 
will be much cal excitement in the 
two countries immediately concerned, 
the other nations of Europe, realizing 
tae pre ent volcanic and perilous con- 
dition of international affairs, will 
exert a gentle but effectual pressure 
which will have a coercive tendency 
to calm and pacify the belligerents. 


UR TRADE WITH GERMANY. 

A dispatch from Berlin says that 
German exports to the United States, 
during the year ending June 30, aggre- 
gated $118,302,247. This was some 
$12,000,000 in excess of German ex- 
ports to the United States during the 
fiscal year preceding. 

Here is something for our German 
friends to think about. A market 
which absorbs total German exports to 


year, and which shows an increase of 
$12,000,000 in its absorptive capacity 
for German goods in the same year, 
is too good a market to sacrifice by fu- 
tile coercive measures. 

As matters stand at present, the in- 
dications point to a tariff war of 
greater or less proportions between 
the United States and Germany, when 
the new German tariff goes into effect 
next year. An amicable adjustment is 
possible, but it is hardly probable. 
The purpose of the new German 
tariff, stated briefly, is to coerce the 
Unitea States, among other nations, 
into entering upon reciprocity agree- 
ments with Germany. Coercion is not, 
nor has it ever been, very popular a3 
a means of inducing the United Statca 
to do anything it is not willing to do. 

A epirit of intense opposition to the 
German tariff regime is already abroad 
in the land, as voiced in a resolution, 
advocated bv Secretary Shaw an. 
others, which will be submitted to 
Congress at the next session. The 
plan proposes to raise the duty on our 
imports from any country in propor- 
tion as such country imposes increased 
duties on its imports from the United 
States. It is a scheme of retaliation, 
pure and simple. It will strike only

at countries which strike at us, giving 
& maximum tariff rate to such nations 
as impose hustile tariffs upon our ex- 
ports, and a minimum rate to coun- 
tries which admit our exports upon 
reasonatie rates. 

The prospect of thie tariff war with 
Germany is not altogether pleasant to 
contempiate. That both nations will 
lose ty it is evident. But we cannot 
afford te throw down our tariff wall 
at the behest of Germany, for to do so 
would mean to do likewise in our 
trade with other great nations, and 
virtually to cestroy the magnificent 
system cf tariff protection which has 
served so good a purpose in the u- 
building of our prosperity. We can 
get along without German merochan- 
dise quite as well as Germany can gat 
along without American merchandise, 
if matters are brought to such an 


issue.

“To be at peace with the government 
and in harmony with their fellow-citi- 
zens who are not in harmony with 
their faith, and to share in the confi- 
dence of the government and people, 
our people have voluntarily put aside 
something [polygamy] which all their 
lives they have believed to be a sacred 
principle. Have they not the right to 
ask for such clemency as comes when 
the claims of both law and justice 

ve fully Nquidated? As 
shepherds of a patient and sufferin 
people we ask amnesty for them an 

— ge our faith and honor for their 
uture.” 

On January 4, 1893, President Ben- 
jamin Harrison issued a proclamation 
of amnesty, from which the following 
is an excerpt: 2 

“Therefore I, Benjamin Harrison 


President of the United States, by 


virtue of the powers in me vested, do 
hereby declare and grant full amnesty 
and pardon to all persons liable to 
the penalties of said act by reason of 
unlawful cohabitation under the color 
of polygamy or plural marriage, who 
have since November 1, 1890, abstained 
from such unlawful cohabitation; but 
in the express condition that they 
shall in future faithfully obey 


the laws the United States here- 


inbefore named, and not otherwise. 

“Those who shall fail to avail 
themselves of the clemency hereby of- 
fered, will be vigorously prosecuted. 

“In witness whereof I have hereunto 
set my hand and caused the seal of 
the United States to be affixed.” 

And did the Mormon Church 
faith? By no means. 

The following year a generous and 
forgiving government, represented in 
the White House by a Democratic 
President who was not to be outdone 
in courtesy by a preceding Republi- 


protection to Mormon offencers for 
their unlawful acts. 3 

In 1899 tests were made of the possi- 

dle enforcement of these laws. 
In Salt Lake county the County 
Attorney refused to issue a warrant 
for President Alonzo Snow, upon the 
ground that he (the County Attorney) 
‘was not satisfied with the testimony 
upon which the Supreme Court of the 
Territory had decided that Sarah Snow 
was President Snow's legal wife.’ At 
that time Snow, was living at the 
Bee Hive House with his ninth wife, 
who was still nursing the child of his 
old age. 

“In Cache county, after an animated 
correspondence, the County Attorney 
compromised the case of Charles K. 
Merrill, son of Apostie Marriner W. 
Merrill, refusing to prosecute him for 
polygamy and adultery (felonies) and 
substituting. in lieu of the sworn 
charges a misdemeanor charge of un- 
lawful cohabitation; to which the de- 
fendant had previously agreed to plead 
guilty and upon which he was fined 
the trifling sum of $50. | 

“In Davis county Attorney Streeper 
refused to pay any attention to sworn 
informations, and even the notorious 
polygamist, B. H. Roberts, Congrese- 
man-eject, was not deemed amenable 
to law by this officer. 

“In Boxelder county Stake President 
Charles a of Brigham City was ar- 
rested, convicted on his own peculiar 
plea of ‘Guilty if it is a crime,’ and 
fined $50. The amount of the fine was 
collected by public subscription, to ac- 
centuate the martyrdom of the defend- 
ant, and the $50 was turned over to 
Kelly; but the record of his case shows 
this fine never to have been paid. 

“In Sevier county fiVe cases were 
tried, each of the ‘cohabs’ pleading 
guilty. The records show that one of 
the five defendants has paid ‘$5 on ac- 
count.’
